QUIT CANADA 


Spanish Ex-Minister Abused His 


Privileges There. 


HIS SECOND WARNING STARTED 


HIM OFF FOR SPAIN, 


Washington, May 21- —Special—The sudden departure 


of ex-Minister Polo from Canada was not unexpected here, 
and is looked upon as additional evidence of the friendship of 
Great Britain for this country in the pending struggle. Some 
time ago when it was ascertained that Polo was abusing his 
right of asylum on British soil by furnishing information of 
the movements of the American government to Madrid, the 
state department made protest to London. Very promptly 
Polo received a hint from the British foreign office that such 
conduct must cease. 
To this he paid no heed at first, and 


continued to act in the capacity of a spy. 
On Thursday a 


brief telegram was received at Montreal to the effect that if 
Polo did not at once heed the warning given him he would 
be furnished with a police escort to the border of Her Maj- 
esty's dominion. This was sufficient. 
Polo packed his 


trunks hurriedly and left for Spain on the first vessel to sail 
He did not insist upon first class accommodations, but ac- 
cepted those most available, realizing that haste in getting 
out of the country was the best evidence of wisdom. 


A Fight Expected.

the Spanish fleet to gain entrance to Santiago de Cuba har- 
bor. 
Some think he should have prevented this at all haz- 


ards; others think he did right, and that the Spaniards will 
find themselves completely bottled up. 
It is held on the 


one hand that the si ips will be useless lo the Spanish cause, 
as they cannot emerge from the harbor without the certainty 
of capture or destruction. 
On the other hand some naval ex- 


perts hold that the presence of the fleet there will keep our 
vessels employed while Spa:n is fitting out other armaments 
to operate either at the Philippines or in Cuban waters—per- 
haps to shell some of our unprotected seaboard cities. 
The 


new phase of affairs is, on the whole, far from satisfactory. 
Sampson's waiting policy is not relished, and he may be 
called upon for an explanation. 


Sails From Key West. 


Washington, May 21—Special—It may be definitely 


stated that Admiral Samp, on's fleet has left Key West after 
securing plenty ol coal and other supplies and having the 
barnacles scraped from the bottoms of his boats. 
Barnacles 


are exceedingly' troublesome in these waters. 
While they 


do not injure the hulls of vessels they interfere greatly with 
their speed, 
A quick job was done here, diveis performing 


most of the work. While at Key West Sampson received 
telegraphic ordtrs from Washington which, it is understood, 
give him carte blanche to seek and fight the enemy at his 
own discretion. That he will soon engage the enemy is the 
prevailing belief, but as to his plans every one is, of course, 
in the dark. 


Speculating on the Situation. 
Washington, May 21—Special—By pieceing out the 


various bits of official and unofficial information of yesterday 
it seems reasonably certain that Cerveras was at Santiago 
and probably left there, while the ships of the American fleet 
were probably at Key West or scattering from there. Naval 
officers here are inclined to think the Spaniards will make a 
demonstration off Charleston, S. C, to draw the American 
fleet away from Cuban waters. Demonstrations i-long the 
New England coast are also expected. 
In the meantime the 


orders to Sampson are to maintain the blockade, be ready to 
convey soldiers to Cuba, and destroy the Spanish fleet if he 
can find it. 


Confident All Is Right. 


Key West, May 21—Special—Where our ships are at 


present is not generally known here. 
It is declared, how- 


ever, that there is no reason to feel' anxious about our squad- 
rons, and that they will accomplish what they have set out to 
do. 
It is also confidentialy believed that with reasonable luck 


Spain will sue for peace within a month.
